The atill wa* a dou- 
ble mill, or had a repeater, and fourteen g.llona 
oftpiriricouldbridailyrun from it. The dit- 
tiliery waa perfectly complete, beautifully lilted 
up ; in fact the moat complain ditlillery 1 ever 
found without a licentc. lo the tiill-houte 1 
alto found two caak* of tugarandone uf honey, 
which i«, I believe, uted iui the puipoae of 
miking brandy. The trill did not appear lo 
hate been long in me ; but horn itt tppeararite 
bad been worked on the pretinut day. Crane 
holdt no licttnte to dit til, and he hia no vine- 
yald. There waa no appi'irance about hi* 
l rem men of there being an aptiiiiecajry'a, or e 
gaa-hauK, an! the only icicnLillo nucemc dia- 
played about them wat thru of miking apiilt*. 

( banry Fox, Itupeotor of the Pirramatta 
Police, proved thtt the defendant hid reaided

<r»vTi.i.jir>s,--'l , he Liceniing Act wat, I be- 
llevt, patted far the protection ofthe Interest* 
of government 1 and many of the clauses alt 
nun hi i in gent, to much *o that a publioaa hat 
alwaya lo be on hit guard, and try not only m 
gain tht good will of the magistrate, of his A.- 
Iriot, bui .Uo conciliate tht chief omatt bit ; or 
in oiber word*, keep on term* with Un, hu 
dcpuiie.. and every Jack-in-otSce, by -' 
commonly called " lip," or any oilier 
u ii *eemotb bnt to him. 

When offencei occur igxinit the cltutrt of 
the Lieentijig Act, it it quit* enough that tht 
offciiden be punished after having been (nan 
fulff niniaVti-rf, which mean*, I pre* nine, upon 
the tworii icetimony of credible witnetaca— not 
nefore one, Lat two or more justices of tht 
Fence. 

The thirty -third section of the Act lay*, 
"that if any publican allow any unlawful 
game or apart within hit house, prenriaee, or 
appurtenance*, or tboB in any respect commit 
a htcach of any condition of hi* lecogniiance, 
li [ion being lawfully cojivicied, *h*il forfeit « 
uny not leaa than 40*. nor more than £«0."
